Speech of Mr.McDurrir against the Prohibitory System. 
{Continued from page 373. ] 


- The great misfortune is, Sir—and it gives us the true key to 
this whole system—that, while this Government is an undivid- 
ed and indivisible unity, the country over which it extends is 
divided into various and—disguise it as we may—diametrically 
adverse interests. Hence it results, that the law which throws 
a restriction upon the commerce of the Southern States, to the 
great and obvious injury of the planter, is obvieusiy caleulated.and 
professedlg intended, to promote the interest of the Northery man- 
ufacturer. If the manufacturer can gain ten percent. by the restric- 
tion, it is hisiniteresttc adhere to it, though itimpose a burthen of 
40 or 50 percent. upon the planter. Hence it is. that the majority 
of this House are pursuing a policy with regard to the interests 
of the whole Union, whieh no human being would pursue in 
regard to his own interest. ht is worth while, Sir, to trace the 
operation of this policy a little more in detail. Great Britain. 
it is alleged, will not, or which is the same thing, does not in 
fuct, purchase the grain of the Northera, Middle and Western 
States, and consequently those States have vothing wherewith 
to purchase British manufactures. This is the complaint. 

Now, Sir, if this be true, the wisdom of man could sot more 
effectually exelude British manufactures, or give a more com- 
lete protection to domestic manufactures, in those States. 
{they have nothing to give in exchange for British oravufac- 
tures, what earthly necessity is there to exclude them by law? 
The domestic manufacturer is absolutely secured against for- 
eigm competition, by the single fact, that the British manufac- 
turer will mot take auy thing in exchange for his fabrics, 
which the people of those States have to give. What, then. 
is the real object of the restrictions which the tariff States are 
so anxious to throw about our foreign commerce? It is not. 
Sir, be assured, to prevent those Siates from importing British 
manufactures, who have nothing to give in exchange for them. 
That would be impotent and gratuitous legislation. The true 
object—disguise it as gentlemen may—is to prevent those 
States who have the means of paying for British manufactures, 
and who have a deep and vital inierest in preserving that branch 
ef commerce, from importing thuse manufactures, in order to 
promote the interest of those States who bave got the means 
of paying for British mauufactures, and who really have, or 
believe they have, a deep and vital imterest in destroying that 
branch of commerce. ‘Twist it and turn it as you may. * to this 
complexion it must come at last.” Hence it is, that to the 
gross inequality of the revenue system of the United States, the 
mujority of Congress have superadded the intolerable bur- 
thens of the prohibitory system. Will auy gentleman from 
Massachusetts, or Rhode Island, or Vermout, have the hardi- 
hood to ummaintain that the duties imposed on cotton and weol- 
leu manulactures, varying from forty to sixty per cent. are 
equally a burthea upon his constituents as they are opon mine! 
Will any geatleman from Pennsylvania assert, that the epor- 
mous duty upon iren imposes an equal burthen upoa the people 
of Peuosyivania aad upou those of Seuth Carolina! On the 
contrary, do uot those geutiemen distinctly and opeuly avow, 
that the duties which throw a grevious aud oppressive burthen 
upou the people of the Southern States, operate as a beueficial 
aud sustaining bounty to the people of the Northern aud Fiast- 
ern States?’ Mr. Chairman, Il do firmly believe, that if the 
proceeds of the public lands would defray the whole expenses 
of the Government, or if the staple growing States would as- 
sume the responsibility of paying those expenses out of reveues 
raised by themselves, there are certaiu States in this Union—I 
allude to those emphatically devominated tariff! States—that 
would pot consent to a repeal of the wupost duties. Ne, Sir, 
they gain much more than they lose, by the aggregate effect of 
the duties imposed, aud the disbursements made by this Gev- 
erument, regarding the system io the light of a mere pecuniary 
speculation. Ifa fereign invention were made, by which the 
operations of Government could be carried on without the ex- 
peuditure of a single dollar, those States would regard it as a 
uuisauce, and prohibit its importation by as rigorous penalties 
as are pow proposed in regard to foreign manufactures. A 
greater calamity could scarcely happen to the interests of 
Northern capital, confederated in favor of the protecting sys- 
tem. than would result from an entire suspension of the fiscal 
operations of this Goverament, including both taxation and 
disbursement. This extraordinary, but undoubted fact, that 
those who coutrol the legislation of Cougress have a decided 
pecuniary interest in the increase and perpetuation of the bur- 
theus of taxation, brings me to the consideration of a view of 
this subject deeply interesting to the people of the Southern 
portign of this Confederacy, and involviug the highest priuci- 
ples of constitutional liberty. 

Mr. Chairman, the Southern States, actuated by that uneal- 
culating patriotism for which they have always beeu distin- 
guished, have submitted, without a single murmur, to a sys- 
tem of taxation which bas drawn from the productions of their 
industry, at least double the amount of their just contribution to 
the federal treasury. But, Sir, when they find an interested 
majority “ which feels power and forgets right” steadily aiming 
fle imperial ban of the prebibitory system at the absolute annibi- 
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lation of that very branch of pmmerce which has so largely 
pand dispropertiouately coutribed to support the expenses of 
the federal Government—whejthey find that majority, confi- 
dent in the strength of numbersopenly aud boldly avowing the 
unjust, and I had almost said, efartous and piratical purpose, 
of sweepiug from the very facet the ocean a lawtul branch of 
trade, which almost exclusive! belongs to the people of these 
States—it is time for them to se up in the majesty of their 
rights, and demand, in the nam of the principles of eterual jus- 
tice and of constitutional libey. *:by what authority do you 
commit this moustrous outrage” 

Sir, | never have been anadvocate of strict limitations or 
technical refinements in coustreting the Constitution. I have 
always interpreted that iusirusent, as | would any other, by 
its plain sense and obvious inteion, having regard boih to the 
letter and spirit. Taking thesi for my guide. | utterly deny 
that Congress has the coustitutynal power to carry ou a legis- 
lative warfare, either open or sisguised, agaiust any branch of 
foreign commerce, with a view to the advancement of any 
other branch of national industy. | koew, Sir, that I shall be 
asked if Cougress have not te power of laying impost duties 
for the purpose of raising revewe, aud also the power of “reg- 
ulating commerce with foreigunations ;" and to these questions 
1 answer in the affirmative. bs\ali be thea asked, how it would 
be possible for the Supreme Caart to prowounce a law of Con- 
gress uncoustitutioual which purports, upou the face of it, to be 
a revenue measure, or a meisure for the regulation oi com- 
merce! ‘To tiis | answer. tha the Sopreme Conrt could not, 
aud would not, pronounce suctia law unconstitutional, because 
they cannot look iuto the motives of. she legislature. 
a law or a system of laws, calculated and designed to destroy 
commerce, or any branch of it, is not the less uncenstituuenal 
because the Supreme Court canvot prepounce it tobeso.  Itis 
not a question of which that court could take cognizance. It 
turns upon great political principles, which would be entirely 
out of place in a mere techncal argument betore a judicial tr- 
buual, but which this body under the mest solema obligations 
to regard im all its proceedings. 

As uo one now pretends that these probibitory duties are im- 
posed for the purpose of raising revenue, I shall proceed to in- 
quire how far they can be justified try the clause of the Constitu- 
ton which authorizes Congress “to regulate commerce with 
foreign nativoos.” What theu was the object of the Convention 
in clothing Congress with this power to regulate foreign com- 


merce?” I*pot to the conscience of every member of this bedy, 
upou the Thighs twopomenhility vecer Witte b~ we “0 ange. ta *mwYyer 


me the question, whether this power was got vested iu Con- 
gress for the sole and exclasive purpose of preserving, protect- 
iug, and defending the very commerce which it proposes toreg- 
ulate! No ove, I am sure, can serrously believe that there ts 
any other legitimate object for which this power can have been 
conterred, or for which itcan be rightlully exercised. By cousti- 
tuting Congress the guardian of our foreyn commerce. the coo- 
stitution has imposed apon that bedy the high duty ef extend- 
ing Us protecting arm equally aod impartially to every lawful 
braoch of that commerce. No restriction, therefore, can be law- 
fully and eonstitutionally impesed upou the foreign trade of aay 
part of this Union, that has not for nts ebyect the preservation, 
security, or noprovemeut of the very branch of trade upon 
which itis impesed. Any mean who will look into the history 
of the times which immediately preceded the Federal Conven- 
tion, will be satisfied that the great object of convoking thal as- 
sembly and of creating this Goverument, was te provide for the 
security of our foreign coumnerce. W bat language then can be 
used strong euough tocharaeterize those prohebttory regulations 
of Congress which are imevitably ealculated, aud openly and 
avowedly intended, not only to suspead for an indefinite time. 


racy. ‘There is nothing. Sir, either im bistery or fable, that ean 
be compared with this most auvatural and menstrous perver- 
sion of power. The very ecommerce which this Government 
was created to preserve, and whieh it is under the clearest and 
wiOst solemnn cvuastitutional obligations to protect and detend 
against all foreign outrage, is actually destroyed by the Govern- 
meat which was created to preserve if, and professing to act uuder 
a power evidently conferred for no other purpose! Yes. sir, and 
to add mockery to the outrage, Cougress very modestly ciaims 
the ttle of a parental aad protecting Goverument, fer the very 
act of sacrificing that commerce whieh it ts bound to preserve, 
to build up en its rums a distinct branch of mdustry—domestic 
mavufactures—which the Constitution bas not committed to 
the guardianship of the Federal Government in any respect 
whatever. ‘The wouster which should devour his own offspring 
would pot commit a greater outrage agaiost nature, than this 
body is thus perpetrating agaiust the Constitution wader w hich 
it assumes to act, and from which ouly it can derive any legiti- 
mate authority. ‘The only cause which can justify Congress im 
imposing restrictions and prohibitious upou commerce, is the 
violation, by foreign powers, of those principles of mternation- 
al law which are the guarantee of our commercial aud ether 
sovereign rights as a nation; and the only constitutional object 
to which these restrictions and prehibitions can be direeted, is 
to induce or coustrain foreign powers to repeal! the regulations 
or abandon the course of action by which our uational mzhts

comunitied, if all our mghts of commerce and vavigation are se- 
cure under the protection of the law of nations, even from ap- 
prehended eucroachments, theu, Sir, | maintain that the case 
bas not occurred in which this Government may rightfully ioter- 
pose its power to vindicate the sovereign rights of the coufede 
racy. either by military force or legislative restrictions and pro- 
hibitions. 

I will now illustrate my views on this subject, by a brief ex- 
amination of the embargo of 1507, a measure too memorabie to 
have been forgotten, aud with the history of wineb, T take ut 
for granted, every member of the committee is familiar. [tis a 
well known fact, that an eutire political party, coustitutng a 
decided majority of the people of New England, and beaded 
by meno of very distinguished taleats and great political experi- 
ence, denounced the measure in qQnestion as an ubconstitutiona!l 
perversion of the power to regulate commerce. I helieve, Sir, 
thatevery public functionary, from the chief /xccutive down 
wards, and every department of the Government, ta aimost 
every New England State, solemnly pronounced the embarg: 
law uneconstitutioual. There never was a political party arrayed 
against this Government with more unauunity upon any ques 
tion, than were the Federal party of New England upon the 
uncoustitationatity of that measure. Now, Sir, what was the 
yround upow which it was contended that the e.nbargo was ute 
coustitutional! | have recently heard that ground stated, from 
a high agthority, in a speech delivered vet far off, ia which the

one. Ii eutirely overlooks the cause which induced Congress 
to pass the embargo law, and the odject to accomplish whieh it 
was enacted, both of theus cousiderntious esscutial to the cor- 
reet determimation of the question of cou-titutiouality. Let it 
he remembered that the belligerent powers of Europe bad com- 
mitted a series of outrages upon our national aud commercia! 
rights, ia open violation of the clearest priuciples of the law ot 
nations. Here, tien, was an undopbied case for the constitu- 
al interpesiion ef the power od the Federal Government. Tie 
casus faderis of the coustituticnal compact had evidently oc 

curred. ‘he rights of the citizens were violated hy foreigu 
powers, aud the Covcemmeat having in charge the foreign te- 
ialtons of the county, was pet edly authorized tO Vitietcas. 
those rights by commercial restretions but eveu by war itself— 
the last resort of mjured uatious. loaded, the embargo was a 
war measure in all its material characterivies, viewed in refer 

euce either to is causes or Hs Cbhjects. 

Aud what, sir, was the end, the final end, which Congress 
propused to accomplish by the embargo? Was there a man 
ia America at the time—is there a man in Ampeyica at preseut, 
so far gone iu the delusions of party prejudice, as to believe 
that Mr. Jeflerson, in recommending the ewbargo, or Covgress 
i adopting H, aimed at the permauent destruction of com- 
merce, or of apy branch ef it, as the ultimate and final end of 
that measure? It will hardly be doubted, at this day, that 
ihe sole aud exclusive ebject which the Goverument had in 
vieW, Mm this temporary suspension of foreign commerce, was 
to cowpel ihe belligerent powers to relieve that very com- 
merce trom the shackles aud restrictions which they hax 
thrown around it, coutrary te the law of nativas, and in viola- 
tion of the sovereign rights of the United States. I am de- 
cidediy of the epimion, therefore, that the embargo was a con. 
stitutional measure; but | am very far from believing that it 
Was a Wise One. 

Let us, now, Mr. Chairman, see bow the prohibitory acts 
of Ie24 aod 1823 will stand a comparison with the embarge 
of 1507, in regard to the two essential requisites of a constitu- 
tional regulation ef commerce—l mean, a sufficient cause aud 
a justitiahie object.. What, then, was the cause of these two 
prohibitory acis! Was it preteuded that anyaforeign powee. 
had viviated our rights, by imposing restrictious upon our 
commeree vot warranted by the law of nations! So far from 
this being the ease, the ovly measure of a foreign power which 
has been alleged as a motive for a prohibitory Tariff on eur 
part, is the prohibitien of foreigu grain by Great Britain; a 
measure as highly applauded as it was unwisely wnitated by 
the advocates of the prohibitory system in this country. It w 
not to vindicate any violated right, then, that the acts of 1824 
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and 1823 were passed, and thus far they waut the justifying 
cause that existed in the case of the embargo. What, thea, is 
the object, the final ed, which these acts purpose tw accorm- 
plish?> Are they intended to compe! any foreign power to 
ubanden restrictions. injurious to cur commercial rights, © 
even detrimental to our commercial interests?’ This will 
scarcely be pretended. The ouy foreiga restriction which 
has been alleged as an interference with our commerce, ts 
that imposed by the British Corn Laws.

No measure could be adopted by any foreign Government, | 
and particularly by that of Great Britam. that would be more | 
earnestiy deprecated by the trends of the protecting system | 
in this country, than an unconditional repeal of all commercial | 
restrictions. If the British Parliament were about to abolish |

therefore, from 2 dollars to 1 dollar a bhushel—a eflect which 
would probably result from the repeal of the British corn laws 
—would reduce the price of labor 25 per cent, and the cost of 
producing manufactures 12 1-2 per cent. ‘This would be equis 
aleut to a bounty to the British manufacturers, im their com 
petition with those of the United States, while the latter would 
experience the disadvantage resulting from the mcreased price 
of grvin, and consequently of labor, in this country, proceeding 
from the same cause. ‘That | have not overrated the eitect 
of the repeal of the corn laws of Great Britain, may be inier- 
red from the fact. that a very intelligent writer in that coun, 
try has expressed the opinion, that the productive meaustry 
of the nation would be as much releved by the abolition of 
the corn laws, as it wou!d by the total extinguishment of the 
public debt. It would be absurd to suppose, therefore, that 
the tariffs of 1824 and I82c, were designed to prodoce a re- 
peal of the British cern laws. [t follows that there is uothing 
either in the causes which gave rise to those measures, or the 
objects they were designed to accomplish, at all connected 
with the foreign relations of the country, or of a nature to 
give them any pretension to be considered constitutional regu- 
lutions of commerce. 

What, then, was the real canse, and what the real object, of the 
prohibitery laws of 1824 aud 1828? Did they proceed from any 
commercial regulations of foreign powers, injurious to the rights 
or interests which have been committed by the Constitution to 
ihe guardianship of this Goveroment! Assuredly they did not. 
Were they intended to foster and protect any branch of our fo- 
reign commerce or .ny other vational interest entrusted to the 
protection of Cu ‘ss’ The very reverse, Sir. it cannot be 


disguised; indec’ has beea openly avowed, that they were 
intended far n. ’ purpose then to anninutate. vot for a sea- 


son, but for allt a Jewful branch of commerce which Con- 
eress is constitutionaily bound te protect, tw order to build up 
on its reins another oranch of industry with which Congress 
has no more right ts interfere than with the parish: poor rates. 

I ask you then, Sir.,in the name of the Constitution, and of the 
principles of etenal justice, what right has Congress—what 
right can any kumen government possess, to destroy the toter- 
ests of one estire section of this confederacy, to promote the 
juterests of we other sections? What righthave you—I put the 
yuestion te a majority of this Hoase, in the name of all the peo- 
pie of the Southera States—what right have you to lay your 
bands upon our property—upon that which is ours by the high- 
est of all earthly utles—the blessing of God upon our own hon- 
est industry; aad arbitrarily appropriate it to your own use, or 
to that of your constituents? No freak of tyranny ever commit- 
ted by an absolute despot, can exceed this outrage upon the 
principles of natural justice, which you are perpetrating under 
the perverted powers aud prostituted forms of a free govern- 
ment. 

We have an undoubted natural right to the enjoyment of that 
commerce, which you are now engaged in the unrighteous work 
of sweepiug from the great highway of nations. Superadded 
io this natural right, we have a constitutional right to cali upen 
the majority of Congress, as the special guardians of this very 
commerce, to guarantee the enjoyment of it, not only against 
the lawless pirates of the ocean, but against the injurious regu- 
tations of foreign States. And it ts in this state of our mutual! 
rizbts and obligations, that this majority are carrying on a sys- 
tem of legistative piracy—degrading the government from its 
high estate, and reducing it from the sacred relation it ought to 
bear to all the iuteresis of the Union, inte adisgraceful coafed- 
eracy with sea robbers aud outiaws. Sir, this is neo pieture of 
the imagination; for Lsolemaly declare that would rather, as a

A bouuty does po 


other of these interests consists of the great agricultural staple 

of the Southern States, which ean find a market oaly io foreign 

countries, and which can be advantageously sold only in ex- 

change for the foreign manufactures which come in competition 

with those of the Northern and Middle States. It follows, as a ve- 

cessary consequence, that itis the interest of the manufacturers of 
the Northern and Middle States to prohibit, by heavy taxation, 

the importation of those foreign manufactures, which it is as un- 

doubtedly the interest of the Southern planters to import as free 
from taxation as possible. ‘These iuterests, then, stand diamet- 
rically aud ivreconcilably opposed to each other. ‘The interest— 
the pecuniary interest of the Northern manufocturer—is direct 

ly promoted by every increase of the taxes imposed upon Souths- 
ern commerce ; and it is unnecessary to add, that the interest 
of the Southern planters is pro..oted by every diminution of the 
taxes imposed upon the productions of their industry. [f, un 

der these circumstances, the manufacturers were clothed with 
the power of imposing taxes, at their pleasure, upon the foreign 
imports of the planter, ne doubt would exist upon the mind of 
any man, that it would have all the characteristics of an abso- 
lute and unqualified despotism. tt willbe my purpose, then, 
to show, that by the aid of various associated interests, the ma- 
nufacturing capitalists have obtained a complete and permanent 
coutrol over the legislation of Congress, on this subject. A great 
number of causes have contributed to give the manulacturing 
interest this ascendency. ‘Che prominent and leading cause is, 
beyond all doubt, the natural influence of accumulated eapital, 
in the hands of a comparatively smal! number of men, acting 
with the sagacity, perseverance, and concert, for which they are 
invariably distinguished, in matters aflecung their own pecuni- 
ary interests. It isa melaucholy fact, to which all history bears 
the most unequivocal testimony, that wheuever society becomes 
so far advanced in commerce aud the arts, as tou have produced 
a considerable accumulation of capital, the holders of that capi- 
tal are perfectly irresistible on al! those questions in relation to 
which the action of the governmeutis brought to bear upon the 
great pecuniary ioterests of society. Every one knows that 
there was a time not very remote, when the great and leading

‘These quotations are perfeety conclusive, as to the superior 
efiency of pecuniary bounties oer protecting cdutves, as a means 
of encouraging domestic mavufetures. | will add an additiou- 
al advantage, which the advoeaes of the bill belore us will not 
sureiy regard as veimportant. The protection given by these 
honuties cannot be evaded by sinuggliag or by false invoices. 
This, of itself, would seem toe perfectly decisive in favor of 
the bounty system. Under tha system, Sir, there would be oo 
oceasion for creating cnstom touse inquisitiens and arbitrary 
appraisements. How, then, bis it come to pass that, while the 
manuineturers have been, for more than ten years past, clam- 
oring at our doors for protection. the Legislature of ne single 
Srate in the Union, so far as tam informed, has ever appro- 
priated a cent, or raised a finger, to sustain these languishing 
and suffering interests, which certainly have a claim upon the 
States for protection, if indeed they have avy claim at all!— 
Sir, [ have frequently put this qaesiion io former discussions 
upoo this floor, aod have never foand a man bold enough to an- 
swer it. The advocates of the protecting system have mvari- 
ably passed it over with «a pradent and profound silence. ‘The 
renson isobvious. No man dare to avow openly the true cause 
why the manufacturing States, having the vundoubted power, 
will not extend any pre tection to their own wanulacturers, but 
send them to Congress for relref. 

The moral seuse of this nation would not tolerate the avowal, 
that the State of Massachasetis, for example, will not tas ber 
owd Clin wu eo aMnu protection to her on. aauumclures, be- 
cause the Federal Government can be made the unrighteous ia- 
strament of taxing the people of the Seutheru States for the 
purpose of affording that protection. 

This, Sir, disguise it as gentiemen may, is the true question io- 
volved in the protecting system. ‘The tariff States would permit 
every establishment within their limits to sink into utter ruin, be- 
lore they would levy taxes from their own ciuzens to nourish and 
sustain tiem. ‘That would be too plain and palpable a proceeding. 
it would instantly opeu the eyes of the people to the true char- 
acter of the protecting system. It would tear off from the mun- 
ster the veil which conceals its horrible deformity, aud break 
its infatuating charm forever. If the protection afforded to the 
manufacturers by this Government were entirely withdrawa to- 
morrow, I do not believe there is a State Legislature in the 
Union, that would dare to substitute au equivalent protection in 
the form of pecuuiary bounties, drawn from the people of the 
State, and appropriated from the public treasury. Nothing that 
could be possibly suggested, in the way of argument, would ex- 
lubit the palpable injustice of this system in so strong a light as 
the course pursued in this respect by the Legislatures of the 
tariff States. Would avy man believe, Sir, that the Legislawre 
of a sovereign State would memorialize Congress to protect the 
manufactures of that State, by mnposing restrictions and duties 
upou the commerce of other States, when that Legislature, 
having the admitted power to protect those manufactures, utter- 
ly neglects to do it? Yet such was the conduct of the Legisia- 
ture of Massachusetts; and such is substantially the course pur- 
sued by the Legislatures of ali the tariff States. 

1 have, thus far, considered this system as involving an up- 
coustituional perversion of the power to regulate foreigu com- 
merce, with a view to bestow indirect bounties upoa the manu- 
factures of certain States, by oposing taxes and restrictions upon 
the commerce of certain other States. ( will now invite the atten-

I think it would be ill- 
timed at this late period of the session, especially as we have 
so much important and pressing business which requires the 
action of this House. 1 rise to express my hope, that the 
House will give a direct vote on this all-importaat sub- 
ject. But, sir, I dread the consequences of a refusal to pass 
this bill. I feel as much sympathy for the Indian tribes as any 
gentleman ov this floor; but | consider their removal West of 
the Mississippi would better their condition. In this opinion 1 
am supported by high authority from my own district. I beg 
leave to read partof a letter from a geutiemao of high respecta- 
bility, and fermer'y Mayor of the City of Pittsburg. [Mr. G. 
thea read—] 
« The report of Mr. Bell I consider a very interesting doca- 
ment, as detailing plainly aod clearly the course adopied by the 
United States towards the Indiau tribes within her border, and 
as exceedingly weil calculated to diffuse correct information 
among the People on that interesting subject. For my part I 
am fully satisiied that it is the true policy of the Goverament te 
encourage if possible by every fair means within their power, 
the removal of the Indians beyond the Mississippi ; and that the 
condition of these uibes would be greatly bettered by such re- 
moval.”

The British Colonial Trade. 

The Speaker laid before the House the following Message 
of the President, relative to our commercial relations with 
Great Britaia: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the U. States: 

Gentlemen : 1 think it my duty to inform youthat | am daily expect- 
ing the definitive answer of the British Government to a proposition 
which has been submitted to it by this, upon the subject of the colonial 
trade. 

This communication has been delayed by a confident belief that the 
answer referred to would have been received early enough to have ad- 
witted of its submission to you in sufficient season for the final action 
of Congress at its present session; and is now induced by an apprehen- 
sioo that, although the packet by which it\.as intended to be sent is 
hourly expected, its arrival may, nevertheless, be delayed until after 
your adjournment. 

Should this branch of the negotiation committed to our Minister, be 
successful, the present interdict would, nevertheless, be necessarily con- 
nved until the next session of Congress, as the President has, in no 
event, authority to remove it. 

Although no decision had been made at the date of our last advices 
from Mr McLane, yet, from the general character of the interviews 
between him and those of his Majesty's Ministers whose particalar 
duty it was to confer with him on the subject, there is sufficient reason 
to expect a favorable result, to justify me in submitting to you the pro- 
priety of providing for a decision ia the recess. 

This may be done by authorizing the President, in case an arrange-

A revolution, headed by Gen. Urdaneta. the former friend and 
firm supporter of Gea. Bolivar, took place at Bogota on the 2x1 
of April. The whole country declared itself in favor of Vene 
zeela; Bolivar, with General O' Leary, aud a few others, fied 
with the utmost precipitation towards Carthagena, in order, it 
was presumed, to get out of the country. His destination was 
uot known ; but his power ts completely at en end. 

A proclamation of Juan D. Arismendi, dated at Caraceas, on 
the Loth of April, announces the revolution in Bogota, which is 
stated to have been the consequence of the principles proclaim- 
ed by Venezuela in November last, aided by the sentiments o! 
the soldiery in their favor. The victory, it is stated, bas pros- 
trated the machinations of despotism, and established the gior:- 
ous desiiny of Venezuela, and the happiness of South Amer 
icu.

At no time since the adoption of the Federal Constitution, has 
there been such a recurrence to first principles, such aa entire 
sifting of the essential elements of our political association ; and 
the American People now have before them a mass of reason- 
ing and argument from the first men in Congress, sufficient to 
enable them to make up their minds upon the great questions 
now at issue, and upon which, it is manifest, political parties 
must henceforth be divided. ‘To the young men of the age, and 
especially to those who do not stand committed upon any of the 
leading features which will constitute the future characteristics 
of party, a wide field will be open for distinction and renown. 
io the present confused and chaotic state of things, in whieh 
men are enlisted rather under the personal flag of individuals, 
than under the bauner of principles, nothing was to be gained 
for the cause of good government. Political contests have been 
of late years more contests for office, than for the national weal! ; 
and the multiplied subdivisions of party into which the ation 
bas branched out, have beea a scandal to Republican imsti- 
tutions. 

Fortunately for the country, this disreputable system of war- 
fare is to be changed into ove of a more important and digni- 
fied character. The nation is now to divide itself into two 
great parties, having for their object the attainment of princt- 
ples. On the one side are to be arrayed those who advocate a 
construction of the Constitution favorable to free trade, to State 
rights, to economy in the public expense, and to a discharge of 
the public debt. Ou the other, are to be marshalled those who 
bold that a majority of Congress are the sole judges of the pow- 
ers conferred upon it by the Constitution, that the agricultural 
and commercial industry of the nation shall be bound hand and 
foot to benefit particular individuals and sections of the country, 
aud that the States have no redress against the usurpations of 
the General Government; and who, to perpetuate the restric- 
tive system, which can only be dove by preventing the duties 
from being reduced, are ready to vote twelve millions of do!- 
lars per anoum, raised by the most unjust and unequal system 
of taxation that can be devised, to objects which were never 
placed by the Constitution within the cognizance of Congress. 

To the advocates of free trade throughout the Uaned States, 
and especially to the merchants, the farmers, and mechanics of 
ihe North, we make a solemn appeal. We tell them, that they 
are now called upon to act without refereuce to former politi- 
cal discriminations, and that the only mode by which they can 
expect to see the triumph of their principles, is by the exclusion 
from Congress of all those who are adverse to their views of 
public policy. The questions of free trade and appropriations 
by Congress to works of internal improvement, are so intimate- 
ly allied aa to be incapable of separation. ‘To advocate both, 
would be to desire a good, and at the same time to desire the 
weans of defeating that good. If the interval improvement 
policy is to prevail, the duties cannot be reduced, and no man 
who sees this subject in its true light, can hesitate as to the 
course he ought to pursue. By a reduction of the duties to a 
revenue scale, twelve millions of dollars will be left ia the 
pockets of the People, to be applied as they may think proper; 
and if roads and canals are wanted in any State, who cannot 
perceive that they can be constructed ‘at a much cheaper rate 
onder the direction of private companies, or of the State au- 
thorities, than under the superintendence of the agents of the 
General Governomeut? Pennsylvania, if the duties were to be 
reduced twelve millions of dollars, that is, one dollar per head 
ef the whole population of the Union, would save one million 
two hundred thousand dollars per annum, which sum alone 
would pay the interest upon ber whole canal debt, and leave 
enough towards a sinking fund for its ultimate redemption. 
How that State, therefore, which has thus far relied solely on 
ber own resources for the completion of the great works which 
cover her surface, should be so iguorant of her true interests as 
'o insist upon being taxed a million of dollars and upwards, for 
‘the purpose of making improvements io other quarters of the 
Union, from which she can never derive a dollar's benefit, is 
truly strange. We hope, however, that this delusion will wear 
off, and we think that the capitalists of Philadelphia, whose 
tunds are involved in her actual operations, would do well to 
tive a tone to the public sentiment of the saterior, so as to in- 
duce the People to favor the reduction of duties, by whieh they 
will save more than the amount they will have to pay in direct 
taxes, before agreat while, towards the payment of the interest 
en the State debt.

The American System is so popular in the City of Washing- 
ton, that the Corporation bas engrafted it upon their local po- 
licy. The sweeping of chimneys is here a monopoly. No one 
is at liberty to follow that calling, but by official appointment; 
and thus, not content with the restriction imposed upon the in- 
dustry of this unfortunate class, by squeezing through the nar- 
row flue of a chimney, the Mayor and Councils even prohibit 
the sweep of one ward from sweeping a chimney in another. 
Owing to this enlightened regulation, the house in which we 
resided was very near catching fire last winter, in consequence 
of the difficulty of finding the legitimate officer. A vacancy 
had oceurred in our ward, and a new appointment had been 
made, but the incumbent could not be found for some days, avd 
when his residence was discovered, it was so far off, that the 
trouble of sending for him was almwst as iveonvenient as run- 
ning the risk of the chimney’s catching fire. Upon statiag this 
case to one of the public authorities, he very gravely assured us 
that, if the office were to be abolished, there would be no sweeps 
in Washington. It never occurred to him, that if free trade 
was allowed to sweeps, the city of Baltimore would inundate 
Washington with foreign sweeps, as the British would inuudate 
us with dry goods, if they were not shut out; much less did it 
occur to him, that inundations of that sort benefit the cousum- 
ers by creating cheapness, and can never do any harm to the 
public.

‘The object of this paper seems to 
be to throw light ou this matter. [ hope therefore it will meet 
with a liberal support. it the friends of unlimited internal im- 
provement and tart cannot by time and reason be brought to 
see the miquity of their measures, a crisis must arrive.”

which by successive additions to the growing flame, at length 
put forth in full blaze the glorious principles for the attainment 
of which the American Revolution was achieved. 

‘Thata great and wide-spread chauge in public sentiment, as 
regards the fundamental doctrines upon which this Government 
was founded, has been brought about of jate, is too mauilest 
pot to have been observed by all who have watched the polit- 
eal zodiac; and is shown throughout the whole country, iu the 
crowing independence of the press, which heretofore, spell- 
hound by the magie of the American System, dared not to ap- 
proach a subject which had power to delude a whole people. 
It has been displayed by the subdued tone of the party which 
Lad vainly endeavored to persuade themselves and others, that 
the American System was the settled and unalterable policy of 
the ccuotry; and it has been most triumphantly proved by the 
passage of the bills reducing the duty on salt and molasses, 
which bas breken up that combination of interests, without 
which the scheine of taxation covered up uader the specious 
title of the protecting system, could never have been fastened 
for a@ moment upon the American People. That this great 
change, preparatory as we believe it to be, to a more enlightened 
and constitutional course of policy, has been mainly owing to 
the struggle against oppressiou, manifested withio the last three 
years at the South, we do most seriously believe; and with 
equal sincerity we affirm it as our belief, that, bad the agriculta- 
ral States of Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Mississippi, aud Teanessee, bowed their necks 
to the yokes of the manufacturers, and of those who expect to 
vide into power upon their backs, as kindly aud as submissively 
aud as tamely, as Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Kentucky, and 
Ohio have done, the cause of human liberty would have been 
given up for lost by those who best know how to appreciate its 
value: for what American is there, who does not believe that 
“if it fail bere, all hope in regard to it will be extinguished !” 
Argument, aud reason, and an appeal to justice, as regards 
thust who are under the influence of delusion, or of tterest, are 
of themselves little more than powerless; and, without the co- 
operation of energetic opposition, aud a bold and manly stand 
in the cause of Liberty, the Coustitution, and the Union, on the 
part of the planting States, argament. and reason, and an ap- 
peal to justice, would have been exerted in vain. 

In making these remarks, we are far from believing that the 
battle in which, during the last eighteeu mouths, we have takeu 
aun humble but zealous part, has been won. All that has been 
accomplished, is a mere storming of the outposts, which has put 
the enemy on the alert, and brought him to a seuse of his dan- 
ger. He is now first apprised that he ts conteuding with a foe, 
inferior to him, it is true, in numbers, but superior to him in the 
justice of bis cause, and who, marching on fearlessly and with 
uushaken confidence in the belief, that * the truth ts mighty and 
will prevail,” will bever halt uoul he obtains the full measure of 
right which he inherited from his forefathers, and in the main- 
teuance of which they pledged ~* their lives, their fortunes, and 
their sacred honors.’ Ji is therefore to be expected that every 
effort will be exerted during the ensuing summer aud autumn, 
fur the election throughout the couniry of Representatives to 
Congress who, at the session after the next, shall be pledged to 
sustaiu the baneful policy, which can only lead to ruin and dis- 
union, in the hepes that two-thirds of both brauches may be in- 
vested, iu defiance of the President's veto, with the power now 
denied to a bare majority. 

Uuder this view of the subject, how maniiestly unportant must 
it not be, fur the frieads of the true interests of the country, to 
see gvery where established, papers which shall be devoted 
to the dissemiaation of sound political views. Inno other way, 
it appears to us, can victory perch upon our * Baaner,” without 
resorting to that dreadful alternative, which al! patriots aud phi- 
lanthvopists would deplore ; and if a change of policy should be 
the result of conviction va the minds of the majority, that they 
have misunderstood the rights of the minority, a conquest will 
have been gained far more lasting in its cousequences, than any 
which could flow from au appeal to the angry and vindictive 
passions, or to arms.
